A surprise was the low vote for Wil- 


liam S. Devery, former chief of police, 
who ran on an independent ticket, 
which was given practically no sup- 
port. The results show a tremendous 
change of public sentiment since May- 
or Low's election two years ago, when 
he won by 31,632. At that time he 
carried all the boroughs but C"ocr.3, 
his plurality in Manhattan and the 
Bronx being 5,663, in Brooklyn 25,767, 
and in Richmond 763. In Queens, 
Shepard (Dem.) had a plurality of 561. 


McClellan carried Manhattan and 


the Bronx by about 58,000, a gain of 
63,000; Brooklyn by about 6,000, again 
of 31,000 and Queens by about 5,000, a 
gain of more than 4,000.

These thirty young people are Al:is- 


ka Indians, who were on their way to 
the Carlisle Indian school in Pennsyl- 
vania, to be educated In the ways of 
the white man at the expense of the 
government. Every boy and girl In the 
party was born in Alaska, and some of 
them bear historic names. 


Though 
they walked the paved 


streets of a city for the first time in 
their lives, not for an instant did they 
show any surprise, and before they 
had been in the city two hours the 
boys of the party were down around 
the depot watching the trains come 
and go and visiting the docks to see 
the big ships. Nearly all of the young 
Indians couie from the Ketchikan dis- 
trict, and all of them understand and 
speak English. Quite a number of 
them are nearly white and have none 
of the facial characteristics of the In- 
dian of the northwest They were soon 
on the streets on an exploring tour. 
The peanut venders and fruit stands 
caught their eyes at once, and very 
soon every one of the boys carried a 
bag -filled with something to eat, while 
Be took a good view of the business 
district of the city. The totem pole in 
Pioneer place made them feel right at 
home, and they paid their respects by 
.gathering around that monument from 
an Indian graveyard and pointing out 
to each other the different animals and 
tribes represented.
